Senator La Follette seems not to 
have expected thus decisive course on 
the part of the chairm an of the ways 
and means committee, and asked for 
more time. He ^explained it was not 
convenient or expedient to assemble 
the whole group bt insurgent sena­ 
tors in meeting for the purpose of as­ 
certaining just how far they would 
go toward granting the demands of 
the House for reductions in the rates 
on wool and woolens fixed in the 
wool bill as it passed the senate. He 
said he was under the necessity of 
dealing with his insurgent followers 
one by one and that took time. 


Chairman I’underwood then agreed 
to give Mr. LaFollette until Thurs­ 
day to sound out the insurgent sena­ 
tors. Af the result is a refusal on 
their part to grant concessions that 
Mr. Underwood regards as adequate 
he will Report to his fellow house con 
ferees, and later to the house itself, 
a disagreement on the wool bill.

Tt must be 
remembered, however, that only a rel­ 
atively small percent of the oil and 
gas region of Oklahoma has ever been 
prospected, and a still sm aller part 
developed. There is enough prospec­ 
tive territory untouched in Oklahoma 
to keep the drillers busy the next 
fifty years Counting fifty years more 
for the las; well brought in, and as­ 
suming that the greater part aff the 
gas will Ie utilized and not permitted 
to go to waste, we may approxim ate 
o re hundred 
as the life of the 
oil and gas field «of Oklahoma.-”

SENATE PISSES' 


STATEHOOD Bill 


Washington, 
Aug. 
8.—The 
bill 
granting statehood 
to 
New 
Mexico 
and Arizona, legislation that has been 
for many years the dream of the peo­ 
ple of those territories, was passed by 
the senate Tuesday night, 53 to 18, 
after rejection of the Nelson amend­ 
ment which proposed striking out of 
the Arizona constitution its judiciary 
and recall provision. 
The bill as passed by 
(he 
senate 
differs only slightly from the house 
measure and, it is said, may be un­ 
satisfactory to President Taft. He has 
contended all along that he would 
be glad to sign the statehood bill if 
the Nelson amendment prevailed, but 
that it was a grave question wheth­ 
er he would be willing to sign it if 
the amendment were defeated, as it 
was by 43 to 2*6. The indications Tues 
day night are that the bill will be­ 
come a law without his signature. 
To Hasten Action. 
The senate amended the house bill 
with two minor changes regarding the 
manner of voting in New Mexico on 
proposed amendments to its consti­ 
tution. These 
will 
undoubtedly 
be 
agreed to by the house and the bill 
expedited to the white house. These 
amendments were reported 
by 
the 
senate committee on territories and 
agreed to without debate. 
Practically all of the debate on the 
hill 
centered 
around 
the 
Nelson 
amendment. Even some senators who 
declared their opposition to the re­ 
call 
of judges voted 
against 
the 
amendment on the ground that if the 
people of Arizona desired recall as 
part of their system of government 
It was for them and not for congress 
to say whether they should have it. 
The bill as passed compels Arizona 
as a condition precedent to entry' in­ 
to the union to submit the recall prop 
option to the voters for final decis­ 
ion as to whether it shall remain in 
their constitution. 'New Mexico wust 
vote on a proposition embodied in the 
bill which would make the constitu­ 
tion of the state easier of amend­ 
ment. 
The test vote came on the Nelson 
amendment which was lost. 
After this had been defeated it was 
thought the bill would be adopted 
'without division, but Senator Bailey 
called for the ayes and nays.
